Trip to the Big Trees.—No. 2. 
Te- Big Tree Grove ” contains about a bun. 
dred of these monsters which have arrived at 1 
good degree of maturity, besides great numbers 
of others of the same species, of all sizes, from 
the smallest sapling upwards. There are also 


The whole area oceupied by the grove is about 
fifty acres. ‘The land is“ claimed by the own. 


preserve the trees from the ravages of fire, 
which heretofore has damaged many of then, 
and from the @ttacks of human yandals who, if 
permitted to do so, would so destroy the most 
important of them by cutting them, and carry- 
ing off specimens of bark and wood. 

Sallying out from the hotel to see the wonders 
of ‘the place, the visitor naturally first examines 
the enormous stump of the tree near use, 
which was cut down by sacrilegious a few 
years since. This was the one first seen by 
Dowd, the hunter, the original discoverer of the 
grove. The stump is now enclosed within can- 


a floor, for dancing purposes, and is surrounded 
by a row of seats. Here the Allegbanians once 
gave a concert to fifty persons, all of whom with 
| the performers, occupied the stump at the same 
time! On one Fourth of July, also, thirty-two 
persons (four sets) danced a cotillion upon it at 
once, without inconvenience. I stepped off the 
distance across it and found it to be ten good 
paces, although the top is about six feet above 
the ground and the bark has been taken of. 
The stump is sound to the core. 
It required no little ingenuity, as well as per- 
severing labor, to fell this enormous denizen of 
the forest. It could not be accomplished with 
axes. How then, think you, it was done? By 
boring a series of holes completely around it, 
from circumference to centre, with augers of up- 
wards of fifteen feet in length, made for the pur- 
pose. But when the trunk had thus been sever- 
ed, so plumb was the tree that it would not fal. 
After trying in vain various expedients to top- 
ple it over, at length a large tree of another 
species, standing near, was felled against it, but 
still it stood. A second resort of this kind 
finally sueceeded, and the noble monarch of the 
woode.siaklods and bowing his head fell pros- 
trate, with a crash that reverberated like a thou- 
sand thunders among the mountains and shook 
the solid ground like an earthquake—the huge 
trunk breaking in several places ‘like a pipe 
stem. Five men were engaged for twenty-five

"PRESERVING GRAPES FOR WINTER. 


‘While grapes may be grown in such profu- 
sion and with so little labor, it is a little re- 
markable that a supply for every household 
in the country is not secured, not only in 
the regular season of them, but to last until 
spring. There is no trouble in keeping | 

pes through the winter as fresh as when 
they are first gathered. In seasons when 
other fruit is scarce, no greater luxury can 
be enjoyed than a dish of fresh grapes in 
winter. 
In gathering grapes for keeping fresh, | 
they should be allowed to hang on the vines 
until they are fully ripe, and then gathered | 
with -care, to avoid bruising. The fairest 


‘bunches should be chosen to put away, and 


with a pair of small scissors all defective 
and bruised berries should be cut off. They 
should then be placed in boxes well ventila- 
ted, and remain for a few days, when they | 
should be packed in boxes holding six or 
eight pounds each, first sprinkling the bottom 
with a layer of mahogauy saw-dust, or what 
is better, turning chips, then a layer of grapes 
and then saw-dust alternately to the top. It 
is not important that the box be tight, it is 
better that it should not be. These should 
be put in the coolest place in the house, 
where the air is dry. be the approach of 
| freezing weather they may be removed to 
upper shelves suspended inthe cellar, or in 


any dry room where the temperature is as 


near the freezing point as possible. Some 
cotton batting in place of the · 
turning chips, but we have always been 
most suecessful with the latter. 

A most valuable addition to our old stock 
of grapes has been made in several new va- 
rieties. Some of them are well suited to the 
various latitudes of the United States up to 
the 43d degree north.

“Although we feel that too much importance 
| is always attached tö the emanations of those'penny-s- 
| liners who contribute by contract to the Atlantic gust 
their daily quota in the way of correspondence, 

are still persuaded that their statements frequently 2 
net public opinion in p to the subjects of which | 
they may treat. In this their rumors and as- 
sumptions of fact, however hypothetical, may occa- 
sionally be useful, as indicating whieh way the wind is 
veering. 

That this entire continent, in point of national im- 
portance, consists of a little strip of land lying along 
our Eeastern seaboard, the centre of which js New 
York, admits of no question in the minds of many of 
our enlightened and liberal fellow-countrymen. Any- 
thing caloulated to advance the interests and prosperity 
of sections beyond, is with them regarded as supere- 
rogatory. The fortification of every little inlet, the 
improvement of every harbor. however insignificant, | 
4 onthe Eastern coast, is a matter appealing to the public 
treasury; but let a \proposition be ‘started to improve 
the great navigable arteries of the West. or to develope 
any of the resources of the country lying west of the 
Alleghanys, and we at once hear the cry of wasteful 
expenditure, useless extravagance atthe expense of the 
national treasury, & This has long been the case, 
| long before the acquisition of our Pacific possessions, 
and we therefore need not manifest surprise at the op- 
position which every proposition meets with, having | 
for ita object the development of intercourse between 
the extreme Eastern and Western sections oi our oon- 
tinent. Of what value are California, Oregon and the 
adjacent territories to the Union, except so far as they 
can yield their four or five millions in gold per month 
with which to grease the wheels of Eastern trade?
